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I  think  that  on  the  whole  we  can  take  it  that  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  area  have  been  eminently  satisfactory. 
To  me ^however # there  has  been  a  disturbing  feature  during  the  year. 

I  now  refer  to  the  insidious  increase  in  the  number  of  caravan 
sites  in  your  area3  1  feel  that  this  wants  watching*  Broadly 
speaking  my  attitude  Is  that  caravans  for  week-end  or  summer  • 
leisure  in  suitable  rural  areas  are  to  be  encouraged.  Caravans 
which  are  used  as  the  only  place  of  residence  of  a  family  should 
be  deprecated, unless  subject  to  careful  planning? supervision 
and  control.  A  good  caravan  can  be  superior  to  a  bad  slum 
dwelling  but  overcrowding  of  dwellings  and  inadequate  provision 
of  amenities  can  be  as  serious  In  the  case  of  caravan  sites  as 
in  slums.
